glad Ranner eelebration, In commomoration
of tha 100th antiversnry of the writing of Kay'a
Immorial song, 16t ur glance a moment At Phila-
dalphin‘s shore in popularizing that anthem.

Whenever a song achleves eanormous popu-
Inrity there usially appears on the untroubled
waters & oontroversy that ls earried over from
ons generation to another, Ho [t has been
with Kev's song, which, like Hophkinson's “Hall,
Columbin!" did not originally bear the title by
which it Ia now known to countless milllons,

Tha controversy In thip Instance, howaver,
does not reflect upon Francls Scott Key, hut
rages around the identity of the composer of
the musie. Like many Another controversy of
similar character, thin one hag been nettled
good many timen to the satisfactlon of some
of the disputants; neverthel#ss, there seams
to Be a good deal neaded to entirely clear the
atmosaphere. A Philadelphinn, too, han engaged
fn this snteftaining ocpupation, bit it I8 not
abaut him that | want to chat teday.

It wna In the pager of & Philadelphia maga-
zine, the Analeotic, which In tis time was the
torempest monthly in this eountry, and nol sur-
parsed by any In London, that Kex's poem
firet recalved a printed form that might be
cnllerl permanent, At that time, also, It atill
wis unrnamed,

Key wrote his poem, ne In very wall known,
while he was on n British ship that wne en-
gaged In the bombardment of Fort MeHenry
In Haptember, 1814, Tt In deseriptive of his
thoughts nnd feelings, aroused as they were
to a high pliteh of patriotism, and when he
raturned to Baltimore aftar the unsuccessful
bhombardment he gave the manuseript to a
friend, who soon had 1t put In type In one of
the Baltimora newspaper officos.

It war enlitied “'The Defense of Fort Me-
Henrs," Dhut oven this rather weak title for
go Tusty a =opg could not destroy Ite Influence,
It was by all ofdds the best poem produced
during the War of 1812, and, as usual, Key
Md not know that he was doing the best thing
of its kind ever penned.  Genjus nenrly alwaye
falla to recognize (tself. Bome one has to place
the wrenth of fame on thelr brow before they
tindaratand,

The poem was printed In nearly every news-
paper of the time as soon as it came to the
editor’'s hand. But when the editor of the
Annlectle, at that time Washington Irving.
snw the poem In the newspapers. he did the
lest e could to hestow the swreath,

He plnced it nt the hend of the poetry in the
Novenmber number of the Analectie, 1814, and
introduced it with n description of the clroum-
stonees under which It wak written. At the
same time he wrote that it waz far too valu-
able o plece of verse o permit ta he lost,

from n Philndelphian mnagazine

wondora of any equal aren of the globa, There
e nlen a small geyzor rexlon, of n hundred or
twe Lintling with thelr acenmpnaniment
nf sulphur, salts and alkalls, In the mountaim
of ¢ontral Cnllfornin.
